JUST THE THING NEEDED 



Measure Introduced In State Senate Pro- 
vides for Entire Change In Maintain- 
iug Roads in all Counties 



A movement to eave $6,500,000 which 
Illinois annually dumps into quagmire 
roads and to use it for scientifically built 
highways linking up every county and 
township in the state with its neighbors, 
has been started by Senator Frank A. 
Landee, of Moline. It is one of the 
most important good roads agitations 
sterred up at tho-statehouse in many a 
session. 

. Three bills have been introduced by 
the senator, all aiming at the one ob- 
ject—to put all state road making, on a 
centralized, systematic scientific basis 
by putting it understate supervision. 

At present the road taxes in Illinois 
amount to $6,500,000 a year. They are 
expended by the highway commissioners 
in townships. Most of the money is 
fritted away because of lack of an 
organic scteme. 

Under the Landee scheme a superin- 
tendent of roads is provided for each 
county. He is to be appointed by the 
governor on selection of supervisors. 
His salary is to be paid by the state. 
Uo one shall be appointed unless he has 
had three yrear 'a experience as a civil 
engineer, and preference is to be given 
graduates of recognized colleges of 
civil engineering. 

The superintendent is to devote all his' 
time at his work and his salary is to be 
graded according to the amount of road 
arid bridge taxes levied in the connty, 
his pay. averaging from $800 where the 
tax is $10,000 or less to $2,400 where it 
is over $100,000. 

The county superintendent of roads is 
to classify the highways in his county 
in three classes: 

First-class roads, which shall include 
the roads connecting the principal points 
in the county following the most travel- 
ed route. 

Second-class roads, which shall include 
the principal roads leading to the main 
roads. 

Third-class roads, which shall include 
all by-roads and roads not in the first 
and second classes. 

The first-class roads shall not include 
more than 25 per cent of the total mile- 
age of the county* 

Before the plans showing the classifi- 
cation are accepted they must first re- 
ceive the approval of the state highway 
commission, which is Empowered to 
direct the routes of the first-class roads, 
if need be, so that they will-be con- 
tinuous with the first-class roads in 
adjoining counties. : 

The county superintendent has to in- 
spect all the roads and bridges in his 
county and to report to the state high- 
•way commission his reasons for the 
improvement of the highways and 
bridges and the location of suitable 
road, building materials. He also must 
furniBh samples of the material, for a 
state test . !

WAUKEGAN_L0SES ROAD 

Promoters Quit Field in Disgust Over Long 
Delay— Line in West End of County 

With a frontage of fifty mileB long, 
the Btreets of Waukegan obtained from 
the property owners and about 90 per 
cent of the people asking that the road 
be allowed a franchise on the streets, 
the Waukegan, Rockford & Elgin 
Traction Company, which would form 
the connecting link of Waukegan with 
the western part of the county, is lost 
forever, as far as the 
cerned. i - 

The project started with the company 
nearly four months ago, and It is nearly 
a month since the franchise was form- 
ally taken up with the city council. 
Since then the council has held meeting 
after meeting, but nothing but flows of 
eloquent oratory on the part of the 
aldermen have been obtained, i 

The promoters, of which Attorney J. 
K. Orvis is a leader, have quit the field 
in disgust, and will' make no further 
efforts to land a road in Waukegan 
which would mean more' to that city 
than can be imagined. The company 
will not come near Waukegan. Not 
only will they not run on the streets 
within the city limits, but they will 
not even run within any reasonable 
distance of Waukegan whatever. 

Had the project been allowed to come 
to. a popular vote, as affairs of this 
kind will in. the future, there is no 
doubt but that the franchise would be 
forthcoming without any trouble. The 
city council has held many meetings 
trying to solve the problem, but ap. 
parently the reason for a railroad wish- 
ing to come to Waukegan is beyond 
their comprehension. There was no 
definite objection raised over any of the 
material points of the franchise but the 
long discussions without any end what- 
ever have so disgusted the promoters 
that they have withdraw the franchise 
from the city, and claim that "never 
again" will they ask the city of Wauke- 
gan to give them anything, not evqn if 
it will work for the good of the city, as 
this road certainly would have done. 
The operations of the road will now be 
confined to {he western part of the 
county, and the only mode of transpor- 
tation between Waukegan'and the west 
half of the county will be by wagon, as 
in the days of old.

A report comes from Washington that 
May 1st has been fixed as the date for 
the formal opening of the big naval 
training station, North Chicago, and 
that all plans are being made with that 
end in view.

Asked whether^ in case May 1st was 
fixed as the time for formally opening 
the station, it would be all completed 
and ready for such an event, Admiral 
Ross said: . , 

"We expect to have everything com- 
pleted by June 1st. We are now rush- 
ing matters as fast as possible and it 
looks as if we will be finished by June 
1st surely." 

The conclusion is that the formal, 
opening will not be planned to take 
place before the final piece of work is 
done, which would bring it after June 
1st, but, it is possible it may be fixed 
even before the last piece of work is 
completed^* 

It is stated that all orders now being 
placed for inside material are being let 
with the distiript understanding that it 
be in place by May 1st hence this likely 
gave rise to the report that that was 
the date of opening. 

After the station is formally dedicat- 
ed, the commandant stated he would be 
ready to receive boys as fast as they 
may pour in. He says the recruiting 
stations will begin to take in boys at 
once after the Btation is open and inside 
of a few days after the dedication, boys 
will arrive at the station to start their 
drill work.

HIGHWOOD 

DISCARDS 

POLICE COURT 

Probably the only city in the United 
States which finds it impossible to fur- 
nish enough business to maintain a 
police magistrate or any kind of police 
court,, is the city of High wood, the once 
notorious from one end of the land to 
the other because of its many fights, 
gambling, etc. 

Highwood, once the rival of Dead- 
wood and other frontier cities, has so 
completely changed its mode of living 
that the police magistrate long ago re- 
signed his position, declaring he could 
not spend all his time waiting for cases 
which never came. 

The Magistarte was John Meyers and 
his resignation became effective last 
June. Since then there has not only 
been no magistrate to try any cases 
which might came up, but there has 
been but one case in the police court 
since he retired. 

This simple case occurred during the 
summer when a Lake Forest man was 
arrested for creating a disturbance and 
in order to settle his case, the High- 
wood authorities had to call a Highwood 
Park justice to their hall to try the 
young man. And there hasn't been a 
single case since that time, according 
to officials of the city. 

Prehistoric Animals, 
Tho discovery In German East Af- 
rica some years ago of enormous 
bones suggesting the former existence 
of animals of a stupendous size has 
been followed up and tho results have 
been recently reported by Dr. Hans 
Reck, who has been for the last two 
years exploring In the vicinity, of 
Tendaguru, four days Journey from the 
port of Llndl. Large deposits .of 
bones were found, usually at a great 
depth in BOft muddy or sandy soil. 
Seven hundred coolie loads have been 
dug up and sent to Berlin., They In- 
clude all parts of tho bodies of rtni- 
mala of hitherto unknown proportions 
and among thorn a complete hugo 
skull. The remains belong to crea- 
tures of tho . reptilian order dating 
from the chalk age. The backbone of 
the largest animal . discovered meas- 
ured over 26 feet In length. 



The inability to get any decision • on 
the clause in the law creating the com- 
mission form of government with 
regard to the money that can be spent 
for campaign expenses has caused much 
doubt in the minds of the many candi- 
dates for the position of commissior in 
Waukegan and attorneys all over the 
city are looking into the matter. 

Attorneys declare that the law is 
broad and that in their opinion there 
can be little deviation. This would 
mean that no candidate would be able 
to spend money for printing cards, hav: 
ing the same circulated, inserting 
advertisements, etc. The statue pro- 
vides a fine of from $1 to $300. Candi- 
dates have applied to attorneys but thus 
far no ruling has been found on the 
watter, 

City Attorney E. V. Orvis is of the 
opinion that the law was not meant to 
prevent a man from conducting a news- 
paper or card camgaign and he says he 
feels than a candidate is safe in doing 
this. He quotes from a similar ruling 
in Pennsylvania where it says that work 
can be done for candidates but not for 
pay. It also allows him to spend money 
for travelling expenses, to have cards 
and circular letter printed as well as 
posters and also allows him to rent halls 
for speeches. 

Others point out that another clause 
of the law provides that the successful 
candidates must print a sworn state- 
ment of their campaign expenses in a 
newspaper and says there would, be no 
expenses if the candidates were not al- 
lowed to spend money. 

Another attorney who has looked into 
the matter is of the same opinion. He 
says that in cities where the law has 
been in effect and candidates have been 
elected to office under the commission 
form of government that they have con- 
ducted newspaper campaigns. 

Other attorneys, however, are doubt- 
ful and say that Jtheir only advice for 
candidates would be to remain on the 
safe side and not try to carry on an 
extensive campaign. The Attorney 
General has not and will not rule on the 
matter so it remains in doubt naturally 
and candidates are still doubtful as*to 
what course to pursue.. 

They say that if they are not allowed 
to hire busses to carry voters to the 
poll that they fail to Bee how they can 
incur other expenses. There are many, 
howeyer, who will go ahead and con- 
duct a straight newspaper campaign 
and take the chance that they are act- 
ing within the intent of the statute.

In the early days of the observance 
of the period before Easter in commem- 
oration of the 40 days that Christ fast- 
ed, Lent was counted to begin on the 
day which is known as the first Sunday 
in Lent and to end on Easter Sunday. 
This would make 42 days. If the Sun- 
days were counted out it left 36 days. 

In order to complete the period of 
Lent Pope Gregory added the four days 
of the week preceding, making the first 
day of Lent that which we now know 
as Ash Wednesday. 

The name of Lent for this period of 
fasting is taken from the time of year 
in which it occurs the old Saxon word 
to signify spring. * 

Rome's Open-Air School. 
A school of an entirely novel. typo 
has recently been started at Rome, 
says a writer in Wide World Maga- 
zine, and has already given very good 
results. TMb "open-air" academy dlf-. 
fers from the German open-air schools, 
inasmuch as It Is essentially traveling, 
whereas the school at Charlottenburg, 
for Instance, Ib composed of a number 
of pavilions. The, combined satchel 
and desk carried by the pupil only 
weighs ten pounds, and therefore no 
fatigue is caused through carrying this 
on the back. The pupils, together with 
their master, wander from one part of 
the outlying country districts of Rome 
to another. The desk Is placed on the 
ground, the blackboard Is fixed up, and 
the lesson begins. It. Is very practical, • 
and the pupils are able to do their les- 
sons In any place, as they carry with j 
them all that is required. It 'Is held In 
Rome that this form of instruction 
will do much towards doing away with 
tho largo number of illiterate persons 
in the vicinity. 



Crops Insured Against. 
The Canadian province of Albert* 
continues its popular plan of insuring 
crops ngalnBt hall. The latest annual 
report of, the Territorial Department 
of Agriculture shows that in the year 
1009 246,990 acres, of farming land 
were fully covered by this form of in- 
surance, and 48,732 acres were partial- 
ly insured. Tho rate varies from 20 
to 40 cents an acre. The total prem- 
iums collected amounted to $84,869, 
and the total Indemnities paid to $152,- 
060.— Scientific American.

Paris. — Indications of a loosening of 
tho iron grip of Porflrio Diaz on Mex- 
ico and tho coming of moro liberal 
rule for tho republic as results of the 
revolution are aeon hero Monday In 
an interview given by Jose Ives Llman- 
tour, minister of finance in tho Mexi- 
can cabinet 

Tho government, says Senor Llman- 
tour, should grant a reform of tho 
.evils that led to tho insurrection. Ab 
an essential preliminary to peace he 
demands that the insurgents lay down 
their arms pending negotiations. 

Importance is given to these declar- 
ations, by the fact that Senor Llman- 
tour has an international reputation 
ns ono of tho ablest statesmen of Mex- 
ico and that ho always has been a 
stanch supporter of Diaz. His change 
of front Is taken to mean that a 
progressive section of the ruling class 
has como to a realization of the neces- 
sity of relaxing tho rigid govern* 
mental system of tho nation to meet 
popular, demands. 

Should the insurgents fail to adopt 
the advice to return to their homes 
pending the initiation of negotiations 
with the government, Senator Llman- 
tour foresees tho likelihood of a pro- 
tracted arid wasting struggle, for he* 
says the federal forces aro no match 
for tho cowboy insurgents, whoso nim- 
ble-footed ponies easily escape from 
the ravines and mountain fastnesses. 

Accordingly ho recommends tho de- 
liberate formation of guerrilla bands 
by tho government for tho purposo 
of combating tho Insurgents on their 
own conditions. 

For himself, tho minister said that 
ho had no political ambitions, though 
ho had been frequently urged to con- 
test the presidency with President 
Diaz. Ho expects to start home with* 
In two weeks.

DEMOCRATS GET VETO POWER 



House Adopts Rule Permitting Supply 
Bills to Be. Carried by Two- 
Thirds Vote. 

. Washington. — Tho naval appropria- 
tion bill was taken up Monday when 
tho Mann filibuster in the house on the 
omnibus war claims bill came to an 
end with tho adoption of a "gag" rule 
and the passage of the omnibus bill. 

This rule was made to cover all bills 
carrying appropriations. It provides 
that they can bo carried undor suspen- 
sion of the rules when supported by n 
two-thirds vote. This will restrlct.de* 
bate on them to 40 minutes. 

Tho Democrats accepted the rule, aa 
tho two-thirds vote necessary gives 
them a veto power over the, proposed 
suspension. Chairman Dalzell of tho 
committee on rules first presented It 
with tho provisions that a majority of 
tho house could suspend tho rules. Tho 
Democrats protested so vigorously that 
the modified rule was brought out. 

Mann's filibuster on tho war claims 
bill began Friday. Ho succeeded in 
having stricken from the bill the pro- 
vision for the payment of overtime, 
navy yard claims. 

Tho proposition to pay. the allowed 
French spoliation claims was defeated. 
Ab tho bill passed it provides only for 
tho allowed southern war claims. 

During an impassioned speech in ad- 
vocacy of an authorization this year 
of four battleships instead of ,two. 
Representative Richmond Pearson 
Hobson predicted this country would 
bo at war with Japan in ten month's, 
and that tho war would last six years, 
or perhaps a decade.

Big Loss of Life and Wreck- 
ing of Buildings. / 

Constantinople. — A violent earth- 
quake waB experienced In the city of 
Monastlr and elsewhere throughout 
the vilayet of Monastlr Monday., Many 
were killed. " Several mosques and 
houses were .demolished. 

The. population Is camping out and 
suffering intensely with tho cold. ; The 
authorities have appealed to the. gov- 
ernment for 300 tents and. relief funds. 

Monastlr is a city of European Tur- 
key, capital of the vilayet of Mohaatlr, 
In Macedonia, it Is 85 miles, north- 
west of Saloriikl. It is an important 
military center and lias' a largo trade 
In wheat and tobacco, besides having 
manufactories of gold nrid Bilverwaro 
and '. carpets. 

Tho population, which is estimated 
at 45,000, is a medley of all the nation* 
alltlos found in Macedonia. Christiana 
number. about half of the total. ■

MACHINE TESTS HEART BEATS 



(Slew Device Takes Photograph of 
Heart's Action and Aids in Diag- 
nosis of Disease. 

Baltimore, Md. — An' apparatus is 
now In use in the medical world for 
measuring disturbances In the activ- 
ity of the heart. It consists of a mag- 
not to which Is attached a thin wire 
through which aq electric current is" 
set, In motion. The wire In turn is 
attached to a mirror which reflects an 
oscillating beam of light by tho aid of 
a bow lamp on to sensitized photo- 
graphic paper. A lino is thus traced 
on the paper in tho same measure as 
tho current went out from tho heart, 
aa shown In tho accompanying illus- 
tration. 

It Is known that an Imaginary lino 
through the; body has on one side all 
the currents generated by one side of 
tho heart, and on tho other sido tho 
currents genernted by tho opposite 
side, so that by connecting an elec- 
trode to each sido of the body, obliter- 
ating all other currents of tho body by 
placing them as nearly as possible at 
rest, the physician has the current of 
tho heart where ho can measure and 
examine it. 

The patient Is put at rest, ono olec- 
trodo Is fastened to his arm, and one 
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Chart Showing Heart-Beats. 

to the opposite leg and tho current 
generated by tho movement of tho 
heart of tlie patient is conducted to 
a quartz wiro suspended In a magnetic 
field, which is deflected according to 
the amount of current flowing through 

it- 

An arc , light is - thrown through a 
condensing microscope upon tho mov- 
ing .wire, the shadow from which is 
thrown through another ^microscope, 
which mngnifics it COO times and 
throws the shadow through a slit at 
right angles to tho position of the 
wire upon a screen. Back - ' of "the 
( screen Is a camera with a rotating 
film, 'which. takes a record picture of 
.tho movement on r thd point made by 
the' 'intersection' of the. slit with tho 
shadow of the wire. 

This picture is compared with pic- 
tures of perfectly normal heart cur- 
rents, and by this method the physi- 
cians are often able to determine the 
.nature of tho patient's affliction.

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HEN one looks upon the gigantic 
work that la in progress on the 
iBthmuB of Panama and beholda 
tho hills 'and the mountalna giv- 
ing way before the onward 
march of modern' machinery — 
aeea steam, electricity," air and 
water all harnessed and made to 
do the bidding of man, he can 
but stand In awo and ask the 
question: What 1b tho propel- 
ling power back of this great 
undertaking? 
And the queatibh cornea to him in re- 
doubled force as ho remembers that the apot 
on which all this great work la In progreaa 
was. only recently regarded. aa tho, death-hole 
of the world— but now, when he beholda a 
land freed from the fearful ravages of the dis- 
eases that had for centuries taken their toll 
of human life by -tho tenB of thousands, ho 1b 
constrained to ask again : What has wrought 
this wonderful change? 

And tho answer comes back to him from 
far down tho , rugged road that is filled with 
the fumes of the midnight oil that has. been 
burned by students and men of science of 
past and present times: 0, fellow-toiler, over" 
and above and, around and directing this 
great enterprise, upon which the eyes of the 
world are contered today, is. tho irresistible 
■power of well-trained, . cultured intellect. 

It is romarkablo tho number of people ono 
finds who are of • tho opinion that tho idea of 
a canal across tho Isthmus of Panama is some- 
thing of rpcent origin, when the, fact is, it Is 
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have covered tho sides of the excavation with 
solid gold. The cut through these mountains 
Ib known as Culebra cut, and is nine miles in 
length — through aolld rock. The cut begins 
at Bas Obispo and ends at Pedro Miguel locks. 

The question is often naked, What bo- 
comes of the vast quantities of dirt, rock, 
etc., that are taken "from the canal? It la 
loaded on trains by means of the steam shov- 
els and hauled off— a portion being placed on 
Gatun dam, a portion is taken to the Atlantic 
and a portion to the Pacific oceans and placed 
on tho great breakwaters that are building 
there, and yet other. trains, are busily engaged 
in hauling the excavations to tho railroad 
tracks that will skirt tho northern edge of tho 
canal, and which will have a solid rock bed 
tho entire distance. They find use for every 
particle of it. Getting rid of these excavations 
has caused tho Canal Zone to become the 
busiest railroad center in the world. It is 
said that 900 trains pass a given point near 
the town of Culebra in a day, hauling out tho 
rock from tho cut. 

The United States Is constructing a loc* 
canal, as before stated. These locks are in 
pairs, each having a width of 110 feet and a 
length of 1,000 feet Each lock consists of a 
chamber, with walls of concrete, and with 
water-tight gates at the ends. Tho level of 
water Is to be regulated through openings in 
the bottom by the operation of valves in the 
side and center walls, which will permit tho 
water to flow into and out of tho locks by 
gravity. It is estimated that it will require 
eight minutes to fill ono of them. The locks 
are tho largest that have ever been designed 
in the history of tho world. The gates con- 
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e matter that has engaged the attention of the 
civilized world for nearly five hundred years. 
Many unsuccessful attempts have been made 
jto. accomplish tho object in (ho past, and it 
la good to realize that the dreams and designs 
jof the Spanish adventurers of the fifteenth 
ioontury are, about, to bo brought to pass by 
lAmorlcan engineers of the twentieth century. 
'Spain, Portugal, England and Franco havo 
.each in turn made a failure in their attempts 
to pierce the Isthmus with a canal. 

Columbus was the first to propose a water 
Wghway from Europe to Asia, westward, by 
■way of tho Atlantic. It was such a highway 
lie sought, and not the new world, which ho 
•really found. Ho landed on tho Isthmus , of 
.(Panama, near tho present site of Colon, in tho 
broor 1602, but It was a;' Spanish engineer 
named Saavedra, one of Balboa's followers,- 
,who first advocated tho construction of- a 
.'canal across Panama. This was In 1517, and 
after studying the question for a dozen year's, 
ho submitted Ids plans .to Charles V., king of 
ISpaln. Surveys of the Isthmus wero made, 
hut tho work of cutting a canal was reported 
to bo Impracticable After tho death of 
Charles V. his successor, Philip II., in 1657, 
aent an engineer to survey tho Nlcaraguan 
route, who likewise- made an adverse report. 
The question -, was then abandoned for 200 
years,- after which tlmo it was- again opened, 
end has. been before the public .over, since. . / 
In tho year 1880 the French people, headed 
by Count Ferdinand do Lesaeps, who had 
igalned both fame and fortune by the_ success- 
ful completion of tho Suez canal, took up, the 
matter of constructing tho' Panama canal, and . 
fwent vigorously to work to ..connect the,., two 
joceans. Tho groat engineer thought ho had 
(really an easier undertaking- before lilm than. 
tho had recently ' been successful In accom- 
plishing— that 1b, tho cutting of the Suez ca* 
mal — but ho was.. vastly mistaken. As work . 
progressed on the canal with seeming suc- 
cess, glowing reports wero wafted back to 
Franco of what was being done, and the fame 
k)f do Lcssops rose to tho point of hero wor- 
ship. In 1884 he was elected to the French 
academy, and was saluted by Gambotta as 
"the Grand Old Frenchman." In 1885 ho .was 
seated among «tho Immortals — Victor Hugo, 
the great French novelist, being his sponsor, 

■ and Hennn, that other brilliant French writer, 
delivered the valedictory. 

But tho dark cloudB woro gathering behind 
all. thlB fantastic show, and In a few more 

' years the crisis' came;. Tho expenditure of - 
money that had been contributed mostly • by 
the poorer people of France was something 
owful — the amount being placed as high as 

v ; 1800,000,000 In eight years; and then tho, crash' 
came, burying beneath tho if reck the hopes 



and expectations of tho great engineer, and 
carrying sorrow and want to tho homes of 
thousands upon thousands of French people 
who had contributed their little all toward 
forwarding, .the great enterprise. The nation 
was brought to tho very vergo of revolution. 
Judicial proceedings woro Instituted, and trials - 
wero had, extending over a period of flvo 
years.' There was disclosed to tho horrified 
world such an orgy of corruption as hlBtory 
had never beforo recorded. A hundred French 
senators and deputies woro' accused of having 
taken bribes, and the police department was 
under the same charge. 

Count do Losseps uover recovered from the 
shock— and went down to his grave In 1894 — 
only 16 years ago— a broken-hearted old man- 
but his fame will remain immortal despite 
the sad ending of his career. 

In 1903 the United States purchased tho 
Interests and belongings of tho French com- 
pany on the IsthmuB of Pnnama, paying there- 
for the. sum of $10,000,000— tho assets 7 consist- 
ing of valuable Burveys, implements of all 
kinds, many thousand houses, railroads, land; 
and also paid tho Republic of Panama $10,- 
000,000 for tho Canal Zone— a strip of land in 
said Republic of Panama ten miles wide and 
practically 50 miles long — extending from Co- 
lon on tho Atlantic side to Panama City on 
tho Pacific. Through tho contor of this ten- 
mile strip the canal is being constructed. At 
present there la nn army of nearly 40,000 men 
•engaged in tho gigantic undertaking of build- 
ing this great water highway from . ocean to 
ocean. • , 

.Tho first party of Americans went to Pana- 
ma in. 1904 to begin work, but they .found tho 
country Infested with diseases , of ' the most 
fatal-kinds, and tho year 1904 was practically 
spent in Improving health conditions. This 
work has been .under the supervision of. Col. 
W. C. Gorgas, and so effective. have been tho 
methods pursued by him and his able assist- 
ants in tho Canal; Zono of tho Isthmus of 
Panama that the health conditions of that 
tropical country aro about as good today as 
those of the southern states of America. 

Contrary to tho general belief, tho United 
Statca la.not digging a "big. ditch" "across the 
Isthmus of Panama. When the canal Is fin-, 
ishod and ships 'aro steaming across Panama 
from tho Atlantic to the Pacific, or vice versa, 
the waters of tho two oceans will Btlll'be'at 
least forty miles apart. They will never moot 
at all. .A sea-level canal, which would. have 
allowed tho "waters of the , Atlantic and tho 
Pacific to'como together, 1b, not beiijg'dug; but 
an 85-foot' lock, carinl is*. being constructed. As 
to the relative merits of thb sea-level and tho. 
lock-canal It Is no't' within tho-provinco of this " 
article to discuss. 



Tho 85-foot lock canal which is being con- 
structed consists of a aea-lovel entrance chan- 
nel 7 mlleB long, 500 feet wide and 41 feet 
deep on tho Atlantic aldo to tho foot of Gatun 
(pronounced "Gatoon") locks. On the Pacific 
Bide there is a corresponding sea-level chan- 
nel to Mlraflores locks, about 8 miles long, 
500 feet wldo and 45 feet deep. 

At Gatun the 85-foot lake level is obtained 
by a great dam about a mile and a half long, 
and nearly half a mile thick at the bottom or 
base. Tho dam rests on Impermeable material 
of sufficient supporting power, and fills the 
oponlngs between tho hills at Gatun, through 
which tho Chngrcs (pronounced "Shaggera") 
river flows .to tho sea. This river crosses tho 
channel of tho canal no less than fifteen times 
in its . serpentine course and Is one of the 
most turbulent streams known during high 
water, though it looks peaceful enough during 
tho dry season. It was one of tho great ob-. 
structlpna to tho possibility of digging a sea- 
level canal, but this enemy has been converted 
into a friend, and will bo made to supply tho 
greater portion of tho water for filling tho 
' great artificial lake. 

The great Gntun dam — upon the successful 
completion of which dopends tho success of 
the canal — consists of a water-tight center or 
coro composed of clay and sand mixed in 
proper proportlona. These materials were 
.adopted after consultation .with tho beat ex- 
perta in the world, who 'came to the conclusion 
that clay and sand wero the moBt impervious 
materials that could bo used. This material, 
after being properly mixed, is deposited hy- 
draullcally — that is, by being pumped in by 
dredges. This center coro is confined by a 
rock wall on each side, the rock bo used 
being taken from Culebra cut. At the bot- 
tom (his Impermeable core of clay and sand 
has a width of about 860 feet, and gradually 
tapers upward until a minimum thickness of 
400 feet will bo had at the water. lovel of tho 
lako. v The dam will tIbo to a height of 115 
feet* or a distance of '30 feet above the level 
of tho lake. The artificial lake— which will 
bo known as Lako Gatun — will cover an area 
of 104 square miles, or ovor 100,000 acres. Tho 
entlro navy of tho TQnited States can find safe 
anchorage therein. 

Tho greatest obstaclo that has Btood In the 
way of tho engineers for tho past 500 years 
in constructing a canal across Panama has 
been tho mountain range known aB the Cor- 
dilleras— the backbone of the continent It 
was .here that tho French people wasted and 
squandered such a great, amount of money 
that the picture shown ; above "ia, called "Gold 
hill"— It being asserted 'that they spent enough 
In their endeavor "to cut through the moun- 
tain at this point that the. money uied would 



sist of two leavea and are maasive stoM struc- 
tures 7 feet thick, 65 feet long and from 47 
to 82 feet high. Eighty-four leaves will be 
required for tho entlro canal, and their total 
weight will bo 86,000,000 pounds, and will cost 
nearly $0,000,000. 

When the canal Is completed — which Colonel 
George W. GoethalB, who Is in charge of the 
great work, says will bo some tlmo during tho 
year 1913— hero Is tho manner in which a ves- 
sel from tho Atlantic sldo will got to tho Pacific: 
It will enter tho sea-level channel at Colon and 
go a distance of seven miles to the foot of Ga- 
tun locks; thoro It will bo lifted by means of 
these locks a height of 85 feet above tho sea 
level to the Burface of Gatun lake; the gates 
of the lock will be opened and It will steam 
out on this lako and go a distance of 23 miles 
to the beginning of the great Culebra cut, and 
carefully proceeding through this cut a dis- 
tance of nine miles, It' will check up at Pedro 
Miguel locks, where It will enter tho lock and 
be lowered a distance of 28 1-3 feet to tho lovel 
of Mlraflores lake, and then It will steam a 
distance of three miles across this lake to 
Mlraflores locks, where it will be lowered by 
two flights a distance of 56 2-3 feet to sea 
level; and then it.wlll enter the Pacific chan- 
nel of tho canal and go a distance of eight 
miles out to deep water of the ocean. It will 
require from ten to twelve hours for a vessel 
to make the passage from ono ocean to, the 
other — thus saving many thousands of miles 
of travel, and many days of tlmo in a journey, 
to any of the ports on tho Pacific sido of 
the Americas and also to the Orient. 

Colonel Goethals states most positively 
that the cost of tho" canal will not be over 
$375,000,000; and In this amount is included 
the purchase of tho French company's be- 
longings— $40,000,000— and tho $10,000,000 paid 
for the Canal Zone, and alBO the cost of tho 
sanitary department, which of courso has been 
a considerable amount. 

In order to got somo Idea of what tho 
cost of the canal raeanB— $375,000,000— and put 
It so the mind can In some measure grasp tho 
figures, wo make the following statement: 
Thero aro In tho 7rurld liine principal canals, 
to wit: The Suez, the Kiel, tho Manchester, 
tho United States Ste: Marie, the Canadian 
Sto. Mario, tho Amsterdam, Corinth, Croh- 
stadt and tho Erie-Ontario canal. Tho total 
. cost of all nine of these canals was $264,000,- 
000, which Is less by $111,000,000 than the 
Panama canal alone will, cost at tho lowest 
estimate. But even if t thls # amount Js doubled, 
the United. States will. complete. it. The pride 
and reputation of the nation are at Btake, and 
sne cannot, afford, to make a failure as all, the 
other countries have done, that have gone be« 
fore. '

(whose family name was not so big 
i word, but simply Johann Muller, or 
John Miller), besides being a great 
astronomer was a bishop.

They weigh from 
thirty-eight to forty-two pounds, and 
It takes a lot of skill to slide them 
properly.— New York Herald.

Herbert A. Emerson, Chicago Packer, 
Declares Economy of Housewives 
Figure Largely In Causing Values 
to Decline. 



Assorts Hypocrisy Is Shown Tbwfrd 

Negro— Take Direct Vot« 

Bill Up Today. 



Chicago.— Herbert A. Emerson, 
president of the United States Pack- 
ing company of this city, who will 
testify before the subcommittee of the 
etate senate committee on live stock 
und dairying, in a statement Sunday 
declared that millions of pounds of 
butter and 50,000 cases of eggs In cold 
storage which are usually consumed 
before February 1, remain unsold this 
year. 

Mr. Emerson In amplifying his state-^ 
ment said that tho cold storage trust* 
has lost millions of dollars within the 
last two months through the smashing 
of tho cold storage corner on eggs and 
butter. 

"Consumers throughout the country 
will bo greatly pleased to know that 
the butter and egg trust which has 
had such a Arm grip on tho throats of 
consumers and producers alike for the 
last five years, has at last met its Wa- 
terloo, and this has been brought 
about through the publicity given tho 
operations of the trust by tho press," 
said Mr. Emerson. 

"There are today in storago In the 
United States in the warehouses which 
report to the association known as 
tho American Warehousemen's associ- 
ation, approximately 30,000,000 pounds 
of butter, and in the warehouses which 
do not report to tho American Ware- 
housemen's association an equal 
amount, or about G0.000.000 pounds of 
surplus frozen butter taken away from 
the consumers throughout the last 12 
months. 

"It was held with the expectation of 
making tho consumer pay approximate- 
ly 40 cents to 45 cents per pound for 
this butter for which the producers ro- 
reive only about 20 cents per pound, 
nnd In paying the producer for his 
butter it Is bought in the form of what 
is known as butter fat— In other 
words, they buy the cream separated 
from the milk and the trust concerns 
operating creameries figure on -what 
Is known as an overrun of from 30 
to 35 per cent. 

"Nearly a year ago the press began 
to call attention to the operations of 
the butter and egg trust and the result 
has been that the housewife has kept 
close watch on her bills and has econo- 
mized whenever opportunity presented 
itself. The result is at present the 
finest creamery butter can be bought 
throughout the United States at from 
27 cents to 1'S cents per pound." 



DESTROYER IS LAUNCHED 

New V/ar Vessel Christened by Sister 

of the Young Hero Whose 

Name It Bears, 



Newport News, Va. — Christened 
by Miss Eleanor R. Monaghan, a 
sister of tho man after whom it Is 
named, tho tcrpedo boat destroyer 
Monaghan slipped down tho ways" at 
the government shipyard, amid the 
fluttering of flags, shrieking of whis- 
tles and cheers of a little knot 
of prominent men aud women assem- 
bled to witness the event. The new 
boat glided gracefully out upon the 
waters of the Chesapeake, and was 
caught by a government tug and tow- 
ed to an anchorago to await comple- 
tion. 

The christening of tho destroyer Is 
another tribute to tho memory of En- 
sign John Robert Monaghan, tho Spo- 
kane boy who sacrificed his life de- 
fending his wounded officer In April, 
C1899. Young Monnghan, together with 
(Lieut. Phillip V. Landale and a de- 
tachment of 59 men, was sent ashore 
on the Island of Upolu, Samoa. Here 
fthey were set upon by natives and 
isoveral of the force cut off from re- 
treat, among them Monaghau and 
(Lansdale. Desperate attempts were 
made to succor the little band, hut tho 
natives successfully repulsed the res- 
cuing party and at last all were cut 
down but Monaghan and his superior 
officer. Then Lansdale fell wounded, 
and, though ho might havo prolonged 
his life by a retreat, young Monaghan 
elected to stand by his officer, and 
died In the heroic performance of his 
duty. His action was lauded by blr, 
commander, Captain White of Phila- 
delphia, and a monument to his mem- 
ory, which stands today In a public 
.thoroughfare of Spokane, was erected 
iby the citizens of his native state. 



Washington. — Senator Borah as- 
serted on tho floor of tho senate that 
the prejudice against tho negro was 
no inoro pronounced in tho south 
than It was in the north and added 
that the northern states played tho 
parts of a' hypocrite in contending to 
tho contrary. 

. His declarations regarding tho ne- 
gro were rando at tho closo of a pro- 
longed speech in opposition to tho 
Sutherland amendment to tho senate 
resolution providing for tho election 
of senators by popular vote. That 
amendment would have the effect of 
giving congress control of senatorial 
elections. 

The Idaho senator contended that 
congress would have tho right to pro- 
tect the individual voter In senatorial 
elections oven with tho constitutional 
provisions giving specific authority In 
that direction eliminated, and in so 
doing aroused sharp ^antagonism from 
Senators Nelson, Carter and Suther- 
land. 

Mr. Borah treated tho Sutherland 
amendment as a device to kill tho res- 
olution, declaring it to be a bulwark 
from behind which the measure might 
be shot to death. 

Tho Idaho senntor's pronouncement 
on tho raco question was in response 
to tho recent assertion of Senator 
Root that without the Sutherland pro- 
vision the resolution would deprive 
the southern negroes of federal pro- 
tection in tho exercise of tho fran- 
chise. 

.Mr. Borah dissented from tho New 
York senator's view, and in doing so 
used language which elicited congrat- 
ulations from many senators.

Declares Government Is Busy Break- 
ing Up Organization — Points to 
German Policy— Henry White Tells 
of Value of Reciprocity. 

Washington.— Senator Elihu Root of 
Now York, In an address Friday at 
the closing session of tho Pan-Ameri- 
can commercial conference, praised 
tho principle of organization In busi- 
ness and made a plea for the organi- 
sation nnd combination of American 
business mon for the promotion of 
trado with Latin America. 

Ho deplored tho fact that tho opera- 
Uons of tho law against the great In- 
dustrial organizations "reduced tho 
industrial efficiency of tho country." 

"It Is Important to break up or- 
ganizations," said Mr. Root, "when 
they aro monopolizing tho means of 
subsistence, but there Is ono way to 
counteract this lnfluonce, and that Is 
by substituting organizations on a 
sound basis, not violating any law, 
but securing tho concerted action of 
great numbers of Americans who havo 
a common purpose. 

"Tho great principle of organization 
which is revolutionizing tho business 
of the world applies to tho extension 
of trade. Germany to a considerable 
extent requires a combination of her 
manufacturers, producers and com" 
merclal concerns; Japan also prac- 
tically does this. But in the United 
States It cannot bo done under gov- 
ernment leadership because the peo- 
ple do not conceive It to bo tho gov- 
ernment's function. It BcemB to be 
rather that tho government is taken 
up largely with breaking up organiza- 
tions and that reduces tho industrial 
efficiency of the country." 

Senator Root aroused, enthusiasm 
by his closing remarks that nowhere 
on earth wore there "a moro noble 
and admirable people among men 
than In Latin-America." Ho added 
that only when the peoplo of the 
United States realized this nnd en- 
tered into real friendship with these 
countries would they reach a basis 
where American trade could bo ad- 
vanced.

Admiral Schley Regrets That Fall on 
Ice Interrupts His Boxing Bouts- 
Many Government Officials 
Good Excuse for Its 
Slowness.

' Washington. — Definite word has 
come from tho house, leadors of the 
Democracy that If the reciprocity hill 
falls of passage in tho senate at. the 
present session, and President Taft 
.calls congress together again In 
March, tho Democratic majority In the 
'representative chamber will stand by 
its present position and will vote the 
Canadian agreement Into effect. 

There aro many Republicans and 
some few Democrats in Washington 
who havo held that If an extra ses- 
sion wero called tho present house 
minority, soon to ho the house ma- 
jority, would ignore tho president's re- 
ciprocity recommendations and would 
start at one to reviBo tho tariff, very 
likely to put the provisions of reciproc- 
ity into their customs measure, de- 
pending upon Canada in return to make 
the concessions which already through 
Its commissioners It has agreed to 
mako in treaty form. 
1 News that tho Democrats of the 
houso intend to stand hy reciprocity if 
the president calls congress together 
in extraordinary session, may possi- 
bly have some effect on the present 
senate and Induce it to allow the Cana- 
dian agreement to come to a vote at 
tho present session. Opinion is about 
equally divided at present as to wheth- 
er or not tho senators will consent to 
a roll call on tho subject of the adop- 
tion or rejection of tho president's pet 
measure. 

Admiral Schley as a Boxer. 

Admiral Schley, who has been In the 
United States navy for fifty-four years 
counting his retired service, recently 
fell oh tho icy sidewalk In front of 
his Washington rcsldenco and frac- 
tured a rib. Tho admiral expects no 
serious consequences from his injury 
and ho has told his friends that the 
thing that worries him most is the 
fact that he cannot keep up his dally 
boxing bouts. 

Admiral Schley once had a bout not 
with gloves, however, with Admiral 
Sampson, as everybody will remem- 
ber, over the matter of the naval fight 
near Santiago. It was a drawn bat- 
tle, but it was warm whllo it lasted. 
Washington people who have seen Ad- 
miral Schley boxing almost dally with 
men who know how to uso their fists 
say that despite his seventy-one years 
tho old sailor makes It hard for tho 
liveliest youngster to get tho better 
of him. 

Thero aro several government offi- 
cials of rank In Washington who box 
for exercise, and some of them aro 
extraordinarily clever at tho pastime. 
Postmaster ; General Frank A. Hitch- 
cock is a boxer and ho looks it When 
ho was In college he was a constant 
frequenter of tho gymnasium whore, 
llko Theodoro Roosevelt, who also 
was a boxer, ho met not only fellow 
students in the college ring, but any 
amateur from tho outside who cared 
to face him. 

Brigadier General Clarenco R. Ed- 
wards, chief of the bureau of insular 
' affairs, also Is a boxer. Edwards' box- 
ing ability stood him in good stead at 
West Point when he was a cadet, for 
on, one or two occasions he was call- 
ed upon to show his ability in an 'in- 
terchanging line," in which bullets 
wero not tho medium of exchange 
Boxing now is taught at tho military 
academy and all cadets are proficient 
in the sport 

Mrs; Cornelia D. , Burnley died 
a few days ago in Virginia Just 
across the Potomac river from 
Washington. Up to tho time of her 
death at tho age of ninety^threo years, 
she remembered perfectly the visit of 
Lafayette to this country. Mrs. Burn- 
ley saw tho great Frenchman .when 
he paid his visit to the University of 
Virginia and not only did she see 
him, but she spoke to him. 

Tariff figures Hard to.Collect 

If President Toft should call con- 
gress together In extra session, it 
la said ^to ho, his intention ; to 
give to tho Democratic .ways ,anrX 
means committee such information as ; 
tho tariff board, experts -.havo succeed:, 
ed In gathering. Ho will, do ,thla, how- 
ever, only provided tho Democracy 
shows it is bent on putting a tariff 
bill through the house" and Is not 
simply . willing to sanction . the Cana- 
dian t reciprocity * measure which, if It. 
falls In the senate; at the .present sosr 
Bion,! will, form tho chief reason for 
calling congress together onco .more. 

"It, Is known in Washington that the; 
tariff hoard members .have not , yet 
succeeded in getting all tho informa- 
tion, that they wish on tho protected 
Industries concerning whjch they; havo 
made luqulry, with a view to finding 
out Svh'other. tho protection which cover 
thorn is ?too, high" or , "top low." 

Tho" investigation has been directed 
largely to the paper and. pulp, tno cot r 
ton^woql. and. woolen industries, It is 
. understood that- unless; .thq ..board 
works night and day -all tho informa- 
tion that is desired .. concerning wool 
cannot bo obtained' and formulated 



for. several months. It seems tho tar- 
iff hoard has found that wool growing 
conditions vary, in different* parts of 
the country and that special inquiries 
aro needed ineach'sectloiL This has 
mado tho work much harder than it 
was supposed at first that it" would bo. 
Board Criticized for Slowness. 

Thero has been a good deal of: 
criticism of the apparent slowness of 
thq board In securing facts. Tho ex- 
perts when they say anything on the 
subjectjet.it be known • they think 
that instead of being criticized for 
slowness they Bhould bo .commended" 
for quickness. The strong Intimation 
Ib that no ono who' has not actively 
engaged In the work can - have, an ade- 
quate idea of the enormous labor that 
1b involved in getting at facts. Criti- 
cism, however, Is not chocked by tho 
defense that Is made. When the re- 
ports of tho board on certain sched- 
ules are mado public it *wlll : bo pos- 
sible to understand tho amount of la- 
bor necessary to 'get the information 
which tho president ordered the board- 
to secure.

Washington has several shops 
given over entirely to trado In an- 
tiques which como from tho farm- 
houses and tho, plantation homes all 
over the District and Maryland and 
Virginia,

Individual members, of congress 
havo particular legislative hobbles 
and some of them ride them to such 
an extent that In the public mind they 
aro never separated from their 
mounts. Representative Joseph W. 
Fordney of Michigan has tho tariff 
hobby. In the public mind it is. likely 
that John Daizell of Pennsylvania is 
regarded as tho stauhchest high pro- 
tectionist in Washington, hut the fact 
Ib that Mr. Fordney 1b a general in 
the high protection ranks, while Dai- 
zell is only a second lieutenant. Ford- 
ney is from Michigan and ho glories 
in his high tariff sentiments and is 
willing to defend them in any place 
and at any time. 

It is said that Speaker, Cannon 'once 
was asked how It felt to bo a stand- 
patter and ^he answered: "I don't 
know; ask Joo Fordney." 

Representative Hohson of Alabama, 
tho hero of tho sinking of tho.Merrl- 
ra;ic, has a greater navy for his hob- 
by, and, liko Fordney on high tariff, 
he is willing to talk, on heavy armor 
plate and moro big battleships at any 
time and in any place. HobBon is a 
member of the naval committee of the 
houso and if ho were. not «Buch an ex- 
tremist, as some men view It, on tho 
subject of naval strength, it is prob- 
able ho might bo jumped oyer the 
heads of two or three of his Democ : 
.ratlc brethren aiid bo mado chairman 
of the naval committee in the next 
house when the Democrats como Into 
control. 

Pathos of Possible Extra 8csslon. 

Sentiment, of course; cannot on* 
ter Into matters of groat national 
moment, but if President Taft calls 
an extra session of congress thero 
will bo somo old employees of senate 
and house who will be put to great in- 
convenience and possibly in one of two 
cases to actual suffering. Before this 
story has been told of tho number of 
Republican employees who will bo 
cut off from the pay roll in March, If 
an extra session is called, instead of 
being allowed to remain on tho lists as 
entitled to pay until next December. 
The cases now in mind are those of su- 
perannuated clerks who have been In 
tho personal employment of senators 
and representatives anywhorp from 25 
to 40 years' service in the halls of 
congress. 

A good many old timers havo been 
voted out of office either by the people 
or by tho legislatures of the states, and 
with them must go their personal. sec- 
retaries, and in somo coses -their .com- 
mittee clerics. 

There aro men In service of this 
kind, who, because tho work has .be- 
come second nature to them, have been 
nblo to continue it even when old ago 
has unfitted them for any other kind 
of labbrj The pay .has not been. large, 
and thoy havo been . unablo to savo 
much money. A great many of them have 
been obliged to live up to their incomes, 
and when March 4 conies,. if there is 
an extra" session , they will bo sepa- 
rated from , the pay roll ... when 
they fully expected that they were 
to draw salaries until next Decem- 
ber, nnd bo given nino months, in which 
to look about for. something elso to do. 
There, Is one .senatorial employee 
who hold a judgeship In, one.. of tho 
states, when ho was a ^comparatively 
young man. For health reasons, ho 
wanted to move to Washington, and ho 
took a clerical position under tho pay 
of a senator. Ho has been in thlB 
city 1 for. so many years that most peo- 
plo have forgotten whon. ho camo. Ho 
has been so much a, part of the capltol 
ns thq old senate clock, but, unlike 
the old clock, which has . not boon 
voted* out of office, he, In company 
with his chief, has been votod out; al- 
though ho is not yet "run down." 

'Tiierb are plenty, of cases. Just like 
tho brio cited, and , there Is a good deal 
of sympathy among the members o! 
both partlos for'ihbold tinio employee? 
who In their old ago must go out "te 
begin life over again."

Figures recently Issued Dhow i that 
tho wheat receipts 'at.. Winnipeg ;last 
year we're 88,269,330 bushels, as ^com- 
pared with the Minneapolis receipts 
of 8f,lll,410 bushels, this placing Win- 
nipeg at the head of the wheat re- 
ceiving markets of the continent. Fol- 
lowing up thlB information it is found 
that tho yleldB throughout the' prov- 
inces, of Manitoba/ Saskatchewan, and 
Alberta, as given.' the writer by agents 
of tho Canadian Government sta- 
tioned in different parts of the States, 
have been splendid. A few of the 
instances are. given: 

Near Redvors, . Sask., Jens Hortness 
threshed about 50 acres of wheat, av- 
eraging 29 bushels to the acre. , Near 
Elphmstone, Sask., many of the crops 
of oats would run to nearly 100 bush-, 
els to the acre. AMr. Mulr had about 
200 acres of this grain and ho esti- 
mates tho yield at about CO bushels 
per acre. Wheat went 35 bushels to 
the acre on tho farm of Mr. A^ Loucks, 
near Wymynrd, Sask., in tho fall of 
i910. K. Erlckson had 27 and P. 
Solvason 17. In .the Dempster (Man.) 
district last year, wheat went from 
25 to 30 bushels per acre. Fifteen 
acres on the Mackenzie & Mann farm 
today went forty-three bushels to the 
acre. In tho Walnwrlght and. Battle- 
river districts yields of • wheat aver- 
aged for tho district 26 bushels to tho 
acre.' M. B. Ness, of the Tofleld, Al- 
berta, district, got 98 bushels and 
28 lbs. of oats to the acre, while near 
Montroso, over 94 bushels .'of oats to 
the acre was threshed by J. Leonle, 
notwithstanding tho • dry weather of 
June. Further reports from the Ed- 
monton district give Frank McLay of 
the Horse Falls 100 bushels of oats 
to tho acre. They weighed 45 lbs. to 
tho bushel. A 22-acre field of spring 
wheat on Johnson Bros.' farm n,ear 
Agrlcola yielded 40% bushels to tho 
acre. Manitoba's record crop for 1910 
was grown, on McMillan Bros.' farm 
near Westbourne, who havo a total 
crop of 70,000 bushels, netting $40,000 
off 2,200 acres. G. W. Buchanan of 
Plncher Creek, Alberta, had 25% 
bushels of No. 1 spring wheat to tho 
acre. Mr. A. Hatton of Macleod dis- 
trict had wheat which averaged 21 
bushels to the acre. B. F. Holden, 
near Indian Head, Bask., threshed 950 
bushels of wheat from 20 acres. 

On tho Experimental Farm at In- 
dian Head, wheat has gono below 40 
bushels, whllo several, such as the 
Marquis' and the Preston, havo gone 
as high as 54 bushels to tho acre. At 
Elstow, Sask., the quantity of wheat 
to the acre ran, on tho average, from 
26 right up to 40. bushels per acre, 
whllo oats In some cases yielded a 
return of 70 to 80 bushels per acre, 
with flax giving 13 to 14 bushel3 per 
acre. 

W. C. Carnell had. a yield of 42 
bushels per acre from six , acres of 
breaking. Noll Callahan, two mllos 
northwest of Strome, had a yield of 
42 bushels of wheat per acre. Wm. 
Lindsay, two miles east of Stronio, 
had 1,104 bushels of Regenerated 
Abundance oats from ten acres. Jo- 
soph Scheolar, 11 miles south of 
Strome, bad 12,000 bushels. of wheat 
and oats from 180 acres. Part of the 
oats yielded 85 bushels to the acre, 
and .tho wheat averaged/ about 40 
bushels. Spohn Bros., four miles 
southwest of Stromo, had a splendid 
grain. yield of excellent quality wheat, 
grading No. 2. A. S. McCulloch, one 
mile northwest of Strome, had some 
wheat that went 40 ^buBhels to the 
acre. J. Blaser, . a few miles south- 
west of Strome, threshed 353 bushels 
of wheat from 7 acres. Among tho 
good grain yleldB at Macklln, Alberta, 
reported are: D.N. Twoedlo,.22 bush- 
els to the acre; JohnCurrin, 24 bush- 
els wheat to the acre; Sam Fletcher,/ 
20 bushels to tho acre. 

At, Craven, Sask, Albert Clark 
threshed from 60 acres of., stubble 
1,890 bushels; from 20 acres of fal- 
low 900 bushelB of red fife wheat that 
weighed 65 pounds ,to the bushel.. 
.Charles Keith threshed 40 bushels, to 
the ncro frorn, 40 acres. Albert Young, 
of Stony Beach, Bouthwest of Lums- 
den, threshed . 52 bushels per . acre 
from : summer . fallow, and George 
Young 5,000 bushels from. 130 acres of 
stubble and fallow,; or an avorago of 
38 1-2 bushels to tho acre! Arch Mor- 
ton got 5,600 bushels' of red fife from 
160 ..acres. James Russell got 8,700- 
bushels from stubble and late break- ; 
ing, an average. of 23%. bushels.

j prevent cracking. As oil is Inflam- 
}mable, it should bo bought already 
1 boiled from an oil shop. This is much 
■better than attempting to prepare it 
jat home, especially as the boiling op- 
.eratlons are attended with some dan- 
; Bar.

- .It la time, for the tax payers of 
Illinois to sit up and tako notice. :A 
strong effort will be made in* the pres- 
ont general assembly to provide for 
on expenditure of the $20,000,000 bond 
.issue upon some kind of a waterway 
and water power scheme. The project 
is ill advised,, visionary and imprac- 
tical and every dollar put into it will 
be sunk. 

We state, and will prove from the 
reports of the internal improvement 
commission of Illinois, made up of en- 
gineers overly friendly to the project: 
and from the public records, that it is 
absolutely impossible for the Btate to 
undertake and complete tho work as 
promised for the bonds authorized. If 
the state should run short of funds 
there Is no way whereby the leglsla- 
turo could provide another dollar to 
finish the Job. The constitution of 
the state prohibits expending any 
money on canals or railways. If pro- 
ceeded with, the whole affair will 
turn out to be a colossal blunder and 
a political crime. 

Figures on the Cost. 
The Internal Improvement Commis- 
sion of Illinois, of which an eminent 
local engineer is the head, under date 
of March 1, 1909, on page 63, gives 
a detailed statement of tho cost of the 
enterprise.- This amounts to $19- 
957.517, or wlfbln $42,483 of the total 
bond issue of $20,000,000. This Btate- 
ment makes no allowance whatever 
for the expense of administration, en- 
gineering, damages to property by 
overflow, legal expenses and litigation. 
It allows only $340,000 for acquiring 
the entire right of way of sixty miles 
through farms, villages and cltlos 
along tho route! Any one at all ra- 
miliar with great public Improvements 
and with the expense of securing 
rights of way, knows that the sum 
named is wholly inadequate for the 
purpose. Probably five times tho sum 
named would bo needed. 

It Is noteworthy that tho five locks 
required are each estimated to cost 
exactly tho same figure, namely, $1,. 
185,938, notwithstanding local condi- 
tions vary. 

Tho four power houses are lumped 
In at an even $900,000 each. 

Tho first section requires 8,277 
cubic yards of concrete, estimated at 
$2 per cubic yard. 

The Becond section 7,750 cubic 
yards of concrete for a dam. esti- 
mated at $15 per cublc.yard. 
. Again, the retaining wnll In tho first 
section is figured at $1 per unit; In 
the second section at $6 per unit. The 
unit Is not stated. No reason for 
these wide variations appear. Cora- 
ment seems superfluous. 

Many Expenses Overlooked. 
In the order of procedure the first 
step will bo to acquire the right of 
way, followed by the building of the 
channel,, locks, dams, etc., these to bo 
followed by tho power houses and last- 
ly tho machinery for developing the 
water power, -and concurrent with It 
all must go the items of adminlstra- 
tlon, legal, engineering and suporvls- 
Ion expenses, etc. Is there a voter In 
the state of Illinois so simple minded 
as to believe that the right of way 
can bo acquired for the Insignificant 
Bum named, and that the lawyers will 
be willing to work without compensa- 
tion, that no damages will have to bo 
paid for property taken and for land 
overflowed, and that the bond issue is 
sufficient to complete tho work, when 
the experience of the world has ever 
been that such' enterprises coBt any- 
where from two to five times the orig- 
inal estimate?

A gentleman writing to Le Chasaeur 
Francais describes a singular phenom- 
enon observed ;by him on a recent 
hunting trip to the Pyrenees. In the.

o«. y ■» I* heard a ""iffled, whirring 
sound like that of the propeller oft 
distant aeroplane, and looking at the 
sky, beheld the soft glow of two 
lights— electric bulbs, apparently, of 
five or six candle powfcr. 

But td hlB amazement the supposed 
ship of the air resolved itself on • a 
closer approach Into "two large bird* 
with softly luminous plumage. A lucky 
shot brought them to earth and it waa 
found 1 that the extinction of life did. 
not diminish the luminosity, which 
Beemed resident in the feathers. 

In commenting on this case, La Na- 
ture declares that the phenomenon la 
or no means rare and is Buaceptible to 
a very simple explanation. The bird 
has merely Boiled Its feathers by con- 
tact' with some lumlniferous animal ' 
or. vegetable matter such as decaying 
fish or touchwood. The litter boutco 
la especially probable, as owls, on 
which the luminosity has been spe- 
cially, observed, commonly live in hoi-' 
lows of trees and thus particularly 
liable to. come in contact with. touch 
wood. 

Doubtless many picturesque legends 
of wandering lights and flitting Area 
ascribed to ghostly, demoniac or an-" 
gelic visitants, according to the preju- 
dices of the observer, may be easily 
explained in this simple manner.

Planning to Spend the Money. 
Knowing, however, that tho funds 
are inBufllcIont', another emergency 
switch has Just been made, namely, to 
dig a channel as deep as tho money 
will pay for, Including tho water 
power. It does not Beem to matter 
now whether the waterway is to be 
four or fourteen feet. The bill intro- 
duced provides for "an ultimnate 
depth of fourteen feet." (There should 
bo placed emphasis on the "ultimate".) 
It is proposed to let it go at that. 

If tho state should decide to build 
the dams and develop the water pow- 
er, without building tho locks, there 
would be water power but no water- 
way. Such action would bo a fraud 
upon the people in thus spending the 
money on a minor instead of the 
major part of the scheme authorized 
by the peoplo. Under the circum- 
stances there seems to be but one of 
two things to do: Either abandon the 
whole project or go back to the peo- k 
pie and ask for more money, and get 
the people's answer to the proposi- 
tion. 

An attempt is to be made to put 
the scheme over on tho ground that 
there Is danger of some "great cor- 
porate interests grabbing up the wa- 
ter power sltOB." . and these should 
bo preserved for future generations. 
Why spend twenty million dollars to 
do this, when a few trips' up and 
down tho present channel by the 
state's flBh boat, or any old craft, 
will establish the channel as a navl- 
gablo Btreara as o matter of fact? 
Then no one can Interfere with It 
without federal consent
